CUHOI ICS 10 OBSERVE DAY 


Officidl Instructions for Celebration 


of Century’s 
Close 4re 


Issued. 


Official instructions have been re­ 
ceived from Itom e setting forth how 
Roman Catholics are to observe the 
cerem onial closing of the century on 
Dec. .’il . 
The orders have been issued 
by C ardinal Cretoni, 
prefect of the 
sacred congregation of indulgence and 
rites, and signed also by Archbishop 
Sogaro, secretary of the congregation 
The decree is from 
the pope and is 
ad dressed to the entire world. 
It is as 
follows: 
“ Now that the present age is draw ­ 
ing to a close and a new one is about 
to begin, it ib highly proo *r that a ll 
who have been redeemed 
by 
Him in 
every part of the world should be sol­ 
emnly ( oa ecrated to the King of Ages. 
JoHiis Christ, in order that this g rati­ 
tude may be shown for the special fa­ 
vors from Him in the past. 
“ W h a t our holy father granted a 
year ago by anticipation he also per­ 
mits by the same decree of the ^aered 
congregation of rites, viz: 
Th a t at 
m idnight which ushers in the Ja n u a ry 
of the year 1901 the most august ear- 
rain e n to fth e eucharist may 
be ex­ 
posed for adoration in churches 
and 
chapels, and that in ite presence one 
mass of the feast of the circum cision of 
our Lord and the Octave of the N a tiv ­ 
ity may be read or sung: 
anil that, 
moreover, the faithful by special p rivi­ 
lege receive holy communion either 
during or outside of the mass. 
“ ADiile thinking of some new means 


of increasing the piety of the faithful 
iu connection with an event so solemn, 
the holy fat her learned that many pre­ 
lates and pious sodalities anxiously de­ 
sire that the faithful of C hrist, moved 
by an eagerness to participate in the 
rich treasury of spiritual in d u lg e n c e s , 
should every where be invited to Como 
and adore the most blessed eucharist. 
“ As this was in most perfect accord 
with his own wishes, the holy father 
has benignly granted that, a plenary 
indulgence may bo gained by the faith- j 
ful of C hrist who, having properly ao* | 
proached the sacraments of penance 
and received 
holy communion 
in a 
church or chapel where the most holy 
eucharist is reserved, shall ispend any 
full hour they please between m id­ 
night of Dec. Ml and the noon of Ja n . 
1. before the most august tsacram ent 
exposed to public adoration, and shall, 
moreover, offer pioua prayers to God 
for the intentions of hi- holiness ” 
The decree w ill be road from all the 
Roman Catholic pulpits next Sunday 
or the following Sunday.

general sen-e. 
He lays down the wise rule that no 
man should at any time spend more 
than is necessary for a decent and coai- 
fortablo living.

tiancee. 
The fourth is to depend on 
one’s self from tbe outset and to c u lti­ 
vate the feeling of independence.

fifth is to take a wh< esome interest in 
public affairs. nof. however, a lowing

else to interfer 
with business.
